Coast Guard Cutter Pontchartrain 
sped toward San Francisco today' 
with 31 persons who survived the 
crash - landing of a luxury Pan 
American World Airways Stratoclip- 
per at sea.

Coast Guard Cutter Pontchartrain 
sped toward San Francisco today' 
with 31 persons who survived the 
crash - landing of a luxury Pan 
American World Airways Stratoclip- 
per at sea.

Coast Guard Cutter Pontchartrain 
sped toward San Francisco today' 
with 31 persons who survived the 
crash - landing of a luxury Pan 
American World Airways Stratoclip- 
per at sea.
